10 the fnrfaoe President Cleveland 
made up his mind liefore he was in- 
aiignia;< i I'lat unlc-is Hie Senate 
rntille«l tin. treaty of annexation be- 
fore he look hold the treaty ahould 
he withdrawn aud pjgeoubolcd for 
his four years of odlce. Prohably 
he would never have bad the chance 
la pigeonhi le it if the ScniiU had 
bee* able to read bis miud. It is 
reasonably certain that be expected 
to reinstate the monarchy. He cer- 
tainly tried bis utintMt to do it, and 
when at last be waa complied to 
togivo that up, baVr t all interest iu 
Hawaii. 

The Hawaiian silno'ion has un- 
dergone very little change ; n ine of 
auy consequence. Thev way the 
aulhori'ie* met and checkmated the 
attempt to restore the monarchy 
*howe*l that they knew their busi 
ues*. Our state deportment was 
outclassed. The result was greatly 
to the credit of the go. eminent at 
Honolulu.
